granting of a franchise to an­ 
other company, City Atty. Carl 
V. Kappler told the council. It 
can- also be canceled if the city 
should decide to take over the 
property and operate it as a 
municipal agency. The new fran­ 
chise returns to 
the city 
the 
same 
amount 
as the 
existing 
franchise, Atty. 
Kappler 
said. 
The amount is two percent of 
the gross earnings in Lompoc.

grant the franchise. If there are 
no objections, the ordinance will 
,be introduced for passage at that 
time.

Restrictions On 
Home Building 
To Be Lifted 


A ll restrictions on the building 
of private homes and other struc­ 
tures in the United States will 
be lifted Oct. 
15, it was an­ 
nounced Tuesday in Washingtor 
by Reconversion Director John 
W . Snyder. 
P r i c e Administrator Chester 
Bowles urged congress to empow­ 
er his office to control prices 
on the sale of homes, saying 
that “ otherwise small homes will 
go sky-high in the biggest price 
boom ever.” 
Snyder said every effort would 
be made to loosen up building 
materials, even if it is neces­ 
sary to raise prices and wages 
to break bottlenecks.

visor district, the people of each 
district must cast a majority vote 
before tae district can be form­ 
ed. 
Supervisor R. B. McClellan de­ 
clared a tax on Lompoc itself 
for the maintenance of a hos­ 
pital property would be rather 
i igh to carry the cost necessary 
above the income. The Fpurth 
Supervisor District has an asses­ 
sed valuation of about $11,000,- 
000, he said. Addition of Buell- 
ton and Solvang would increase 
this probably another $2,000,000.
